"It is clear that the work of the advertisement is to influence 


the minds of possible buyers. 
That influence which counts for 


moat is the kind that leads people right into the store to buy.

pockets. 


"As with the clock, all parts must work in haruiour to insure 


success. Xone should be missing or defective. It is not suffi- 
cient merely to obtain tlie interest of your readers; it is not 
enough to create a desire on their part for the article or even to 
get them to resolve to purchase it. The really good ad. does 
not loose hold on the reader until he actually buys the article. 


"If you were to examine the ads. of some successful merchant 


you would find each a bundle of reasons. People are never ready i" 
part with their money unless convinced thot they will receive f nil 
value for it. Because of this the ad. writer ought to study logic. 
Today more than ever before cold reasoning is more forceful than 
the eloquence that sways the masses. The most successful retail ad. 
is that one which presents the best arguments to the buyers in the 
most effective way. 
The best store gels no measure of suet-ess until 


it has been demonstrated to the buying; public that it is the best. It 
is not sufficient to make claims. 
Buyers want proof. Every one 


when he goes to market has a great big WHX before his eyes. He 
wants to know why he should possess a particular article; why he 
should buy a certain make ; why lie should purchase it of the dealer 
in question. If all of these questions are satisfactorily answered in 
tlie sd. it is a good one.

point*. To be explicit, a selling point is (1) any reastpn for possess- 
ing a certain commodity, (S) any argument that helps to show its.

that the postal savings Dank Dili will 
be passed at this session by the sen- 
ate.

wants to bring out ot the commis- 
sion a central bank measure and be* 
lievcs that to add a postal Dank ays- 
tern to the present currencj scheme 
would complicate it and make addt- 
tie.aal]y difficult the adjustment 
to 


tho new scheme. 


Mr. Mejer, however, urged npon 


him that if a central bank is to be 
the sol at ion, a postal bank system 
ought to be established in advance, 
because in two or three years It 
would bring several hundred mil- 
lions, and probably a billion dollars 
into the government 
Depositories 


This could be used as the basis of 
ne\v issues of currency, and the gov- 
ernment could thus escape from the 
present necessity of a hond-«ecured 
circulation.
